Google’s website provides information in many different 
languages and allows a user to check stock quotes, maps, and news headlines; lookup 
Phonebook listings for every city in the United States; search billions of images; and 
peruse the world’s largest archive of Usenet messages - more than 1 billion posts dating 
back to 1981. Google is not an ordinary company, nor does it intend to become one. 
Google is dedicated to finding ways for technology to help people to confront threats in 
the face of instability and repression.

A goal 
of Google Ideas is to connect users, experts and engineers to research and seed new 
technology-driven initiatives. Google Ideas is not a revenue-generating division of 
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Google and is not a commercial enterprise. It does not sell any products or services. 
Instead, it is a group wholly dedicated to helping others use technology to overcome 
conflict, instability and repression. 

During this visit, the researchers are hoping to better assess the technical 
capabilities of organizations and individuals in Cuba to conduct social change and human 
rights activities via the Internet, specifically democracy, empowerment through speech, 
freedom of expression, human and civil rights, relief aid, promotion of health and peace- 
inspired themes.

The Internet is a valuable tool that can be used to give a voice to those who may 
not otherwise have the opportunity to express themselves. The Internet, as the biggest 
social interface to-date, is advancing dialogue, debate and consensus through 
communication making it an effective tool for social change. 

Google Ideas is not a revenue generating division of Google. Google Ideas docs 
not make products to sell. The work is open-sourced, and is it dedicated to empowering 
minority rights and enshrining free speech. The “moonshof’ of Google Ideas is to end 
repressive censorship. Nearly a third of the world lives under some form of repressive 
surveillance or outright censorship. In many places, governments control what people 
can say, who gets punished for expressing an unpopular opinion, and what political 
opinions arc permissible. The Google Ideas team seeks to end that. None of these goals 
have commercial value. 
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Google personnel and Google Ideas personnel have made similar trips to 
Afghanistan, Pakistan, Chad, Ivory Coast, North Korea, and Rwanda. In all of these 
trips, and in this Cuba trip, the goal is to better understand the state of technology in each 
country, and to advocate for a free and open internet.

In this specific case of Cuba, Google has no commercial interest. Rather, the 
interest is in learning more about the state of connectivity on the island (which is grim), 
how normal people use the internet as they find it, and what the government’s priorities 
are regarding telecommunications regulation in the near future. The purpose of this trip 
is to understand this autocratic and ghastly approach to free speech, and to map out a way 
to dismantle it.

Mr. Schmidt and Mr. Cohen wrote a related book entitled The New Digital 
Aue that addresses very similar topics. Mr. Schmidt and Mr. Cohen have been on various 
trips to other countries to promote freedom and free communications and other related 
topics. Mr. Perlmutter is an expert in Latin American studies, having obtained his 
Masters of Philosophy from the University of Cambridge, in Latin American Political 
Economy and has spoken at international conferences in this area. He also Mr. 

Keyserling was the Deputy Communications Director for a non-partisan think tank, 
provided regular contributions to Larry Sabato’s Crystal Ball, political analysis blog, 
edited books, and wrote press released and daily memos for the New York Times. He 
will be key in the dissemination of the results of the academic research arising from this 
trip.

Contest Background Information 


Google conducts a variety of contests, most notably software coding contests, over the 
internet that are designed to identify the rising stars of the technology world, particularly 
potential software developers. Over half of the participants are university students - the majority 
of which are enrolled in computer science and computer engineering programs. The other 
participants are predominantly working professionals in the computer science and computer 
engineering fields. 
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Google began running these types of contests about twelve years ago and has had 
registrants from many foreign countries. As an example, in 2014, the Code Jam contest, one of 
the coding contests that Google runs which consists of intense algorithmic puzzles held over 
multiple online rounds, had nearly 50,000 registrants from approximately 120 countries and 
territories. It culminated in an on-site final round with the top 26 contestants and Google’s first- 
ever live stream finals. 

There is no fee to enter the contests and the contestants only interact at a very basic level 
with the U.S. website on which it is hosted. Each contestant reviews information posted on the 
website, and then indicates when he or she is ready to submit a solution. The contestant then 
downloads an input used to test his or her solution, tests it, then submits information to Google 
which Google then judges as correct or incorrect. The inputs are simply data that will test 
whether the contestants’ programs worked correctly and do not contain any encryption or 
decryption. 

We provide below an example of how such contests work: 

Round 1: Contestants conduct a code writing challenge in their home country based upon 
the terms of the Google contests. The submission is then sent to Google in the United States for 
judging. Google then notifies the winners of Round 1 and they advance to the closest regional 
Google office for Round 2. 

Round 2: The winners from Round 1 conduct another code-writing challenge based upon 
the contest criteria.

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B. DESCRIPTION OF THE PRODUCTS TO BE EXPORTED AND 
INTENDED USE 

Google awards the winners “schwag” - low-cost logoed materials, monetary prizes, and 
expense-paid visits to Google’s regional and, possibly, U.S. offices. 

The prizes of schwag may include a variety of items ranging from desk or work supplies 
to toys and personal accessories. Examples of schwag prizes include but are not limited to t- 
shirts, hats, blankets, mugs, travel mugs, tote bags, lap top bags, picture frames and similar 
items. These prizes are nominal in value, classified as EAR99 and would be limited to an 
individual’s personal use. 

With respect to cash prizes, Google would like continued authorization to award cash 
prizes up to $25,000 to a contest winner. The cash prizes will be awarded through of issuance of 
a check, money order, or electronic payment card to the winner, and Google will advise any 
winner from Cuba that any cash awarded must be paid into a blocked, interest-bearing account in 
a domestic bank.

It 
culminated in an on-site final round with the top 26 contestants and Google’s first-ever live 
stream finals. 

The 2012 contests were opened to Cuba under Export License CU-82203. The license was 
then renewed in Export License CU-2013-301218-1 which expires on May 31, 2015. Google 
would like to request the renewal of the license because Google would like to continue the 
contests. As discussed in detail below, Google firmly believes that the contests can only be 
properly run if all contestants are eligible to receive prizes. None of the characteristics of the 
contests have changed since the export license listed above was issued. 

Google is seeking renewed OFAC authorization for approval to award prizes of cash and 
schwag to a class of individuals - individuals in Cuba who win the Google contests and are not 
listed on the SDN List or BIS’s List of Denied Persons or any other relevant U.S. Government 
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List of prohibited persons. Google needs approval for this category of end users because Google 
does not know who the contest winners will be until the conclusion of each round. It is not 
feasible for Google to apply for a license after the winner is known, due to the length of time it 
takes to obtain authorization. If Google had to wait and apply for a license to award a cash or 
schwag prize, Google would have to delay the start of the contests at least six months after 
registration (which is an unreasonably long delay) and would also have to wait an additional six 
months or longer between the running of the final online round and the onsite round. Google 
firmly believes that these types of delays would not allow the contests to operate in a reasonable 
or feasible manner as the contests can only truly be effective if all contestants are allowed to 
compete, to proceed to the on-site rounds and to win prizes. Currently, most contests are 
completed in several months with each round running for several weeks. Further, Google 
strongly believes that that it would be both unfair to the individual and contrary to the Google 
philosophies - that the world’s information should be universally accessible and that information 
needs to cross borders - if Google allowed a contestant to compete and proceed to a Google 
office to compete in Round 2 of the contest when there would be no certainty that the contestant 
could receive a prize of schwag or cash. 



As described in more detail below, given the educational nature of the contests, the 
participation by Cubans and the awarding of cash or schwag prizes to them would not conflict 
with U.S. interests or foreign policy concerns and Google does not believe that the CACR 
prohibit the participation of the contestants in the contests or the reimbursement of travel 
expenses. 

D. ANALYSIS 
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2. Request for license for travel reimbursement for Cuban participants 

With regards to reimbursement of travel expenses for Cuba participants, Google believes 
that reimbursement not involving travel to the United States would be covered under the awa rd 
of cash prizes mentioned above.

Google understands that winners would need to apply to the U.S. State 
Department for visas to travel to the United States. 


To arrange any travel between the United States and Cuba for a Cuban contest winner, 
Google will use one of the providers included on OFAC’s List of Authorized Providers of Air, 
Travel and Remittance Forwarding Services to Cuba. By using one of the authorized providers, 
Google believes that no further authorization is required from OF AC for the awarding of travel 
between Cuba and the United States for a Cuban contest winner. 

Again, Google believes that approval of the license is appropriate as the Google contests 
provide educational exchange opportunities for persons in Cuba who would otherwise not have 
this chance and would be also consistent with OFAC’s policy and practice to license certain non¬ 
commercial personal remittances to persons in Cuba such as pro-democracy groups, civil rights 
organizations and educational groups.

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3. Request for license for schwag and cash prizes 

Google seeks authorization from OFAC to continue to award schwag and/or cash prizes 
to winners from Cuba or to Cuban nationals. The award of these prizes was already authorized 
by OFAC in Export Licenses CU-82203 and CU-2013-301218-1. This license seeks to renew 
the existing license. 

None of the key characteristics of the contests have changed since the export license 
listed above was issued. Thus, Google believes that the approval of this license is still consistent 
with U.S. policy toward Cuba. The Google contests provide educational exchange opportunities 
for Cubans who would otherwise not have this chance. The code writers identified through these 
contests often go on to work in the United States at technology and internet companies. 

We believe that approval of the license is appropriate as the Google contests provide 
educational exchange opportunities for persons in Cuba who would otherwise not have this 
chance and would be also consistent with OF AC’s policy and practice to license certain non¬ 
commercial personal remittances to persons in Cuba such as pro-democracy groups, civil rights 
organizations and educational groups. 

Additionally, Google does not provide the answer to these challenges but instead it 
simply provides an opportunity to compete against other code writers. Thus, the contests are not 
in furtherance of technological infrastructure or potential in Cuba. The code writers are not 
taught how to write code but merely allowed to apply their skills in competition with other code 
writers.

CONCLUSION 


We respectfully request that OFAC re-issue a license permitting Google to award schwag 
in the form of low-cost logoed material and monetary prizes up to $25,000 to Cuban contest 


winners.

(iii) some other time as specified in the problem for other inputs, but in each case no later than the end 
of the Contest. 

5.3 Small Inputs . Google will judge your submissions for small Inputs immediately and notify you if your 
submission is correct or incorrect. If the output file and source code file are not received by the end of the 
4 minute period or if the output you submit is judged incorrect, you may choose to attempt to solve that 
problem again within the time remaining in the round, but will have to download a new smaD input. 

5.4 Large Inputs. You can only attempt to solve each large input once. For each large input, you can make 
multiple output submissions within the 8 minute period, but only your last submission will be judged.

Contestants will be ranked in order of the highest score first and lowest score 
last. In the event of a tie between contestants, the one with the lowest penalty time will be ranked first 
while the one with the highest penalty time will be ranked last. Your penalty time for a round is equal to the 
time it took you to submit your last correct output file measured from the start of the round plus 4 minutes 
for each incorrect submission you made for small inputs you eventually solved. Problems with inputs other 
than small or large may specify rules for penalty time in their problem statements. 

6.3 Discrepancy in Submissions . After the end of a round, if a discrepancy is discovered between the 
output file you submitted that was judged correct and the corresponding source code that you submitted, 
then a panel of two or more judges consisting of employees of Google will examine the source code for 
your submissions. The judges will determine whether a discrepancy exists, and if so will decide in their 
sole opinion whether the discrepancy is trivial or non-trivial.
